BRIEF HINTS ON SOWING AND CULTIVATING, 


THE SOIL.—A mellow loam, which is a medium earth between the extremes 
of clay and sand, enriched with a compost of rotten manure and leaf mold, is 
adapted to the generality of flowering plants. Previous to planting flower beds or 
borders, care must be taken that they are so arranged that the ground may be a 
little elevated in the middle, that the water may run off, and that the plants may 
show to better advantage. 


SOWING THE SEED.—Nine-tenths of the failures in flower culture come from 
improper treatment of the seeds and young plants. We urge every purchaser of 
our seeds to carefully study the cultural directions printed on each package, and the 
following general rules : 

Do not plant any of the seeds when the ground 1s wet. Make the surface 
as fine and smooth as possible. Cover each sort of seed to a depth proportionate 
to its size: the finest, like Portulaca, Campanula, Digitalis, etc., should be merely 
sprinkled on the surface of the ground, and barely covered with finely-sifted, light, 
mellow soil. Press the soil down firmly over the seed with a brick or short piece 
of board. For. larger seeds, the depth should be regulated according to the size of 
the seed ; those the size of a pin-head, one-half inch deep, and those the size of a 
pea, three-fourths of an inch. 

Procure a bit of lath (it would be better if planed smooth) about two feet long, 
press the edge down into the soil evenly, so as to make a groove as deep as the 
seed is to be planted ; scatter the seed along this, allowing four or five of the larger 
to fifteen or twenty of the smaller seeds to the space one plant is to occupy when 
grown. Cover the seed by pressing the earth together over it, then turn your lath 
flatways, and press the soil down firmly and evenly. 

All flowers raised from seed are usually known as annuals and perennials. 
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ANNUALS are those plants which flower, or ripen their seeds or fruits the 
season they are sown, and then perish. This class of plants is again divided by 
the cultivator into two classes — the hardy and half-hardy, or tender kinds. 


HARDY ANNUALS are those which require no artificial heat at any period 
of their growth, every stage of their development, from germination to ripening of 
the seed, being passed in the open ground. 

They are the most easily cultivated of all plants. The number of their varieties 
is large, and their flowers when properly grown are frequently of the most attractive 
beauty and elegance. Itis only to be regretted that they are not generally cultivated 
to that extent to which their merit justly entitles them. The seed may be sown 
from the first of April to the middle of June, and in more southern latitudes much 
earlier, along the border, and in little patches four to six inches square, or in drills, 
on the spot where they are wanted to blossom ; and in doing so, care should be 
taken to have the different varieties arranged in such a manner as to piodaee a 
pleasing effect when they are in bloom. 


HALF-HARDY ANNUALS are those species that flower and ripen their — 
seeds in the open air, but need the assistance of artificial heat in the earlier stages 
of their growth. They should be sown in a hot-bed or in pots in a green-house, if 
one is available, or in a sunny window. Keep them well shaded, which will prevent 
absorption by the rays of the sun, and the consequent necessity for frequent 
watering, which bakes the soil and does much mischief.to seeds of slow growth. 
Towards the middle or end of May many of the seedlings will be ready for 
transplanting to borders; but previous to this exposure it will be necessary 
to harden them, preparatory to removal, by gradually admitting air to the frame, 
both night and day. 


PERENNIALS are those that endure our northern winters with little or no 
protection, and live and bloom for several years in succession. A large majority 
of perennials will bloom the first year, if started soon in the spring. 


BRIEF DIRECTIONS FOR SOWING are printed on the different seed 
packages; still, to render success more certain, a careful observance of the 
above directions, which are based on the practical experience of growers, will 
be found of great benefit to inexperienced florists. 


MIXED SWEET PEAS.—Of these most beautiful and fragrant flowers many 
new varieties have been added during the past few years.

The following is a list of the leading and most useful grasses used, and 
which we keep for sale in quantities to suit, separate or mixed to order, as 
may be desired. 

For general grass seeding for mowing lands, sow as great a variety as is 
suitable to the soil. The usual quantity for one acre, about eight pounds 
medium Red Clover, one-half bushel Timothy, and one bushel Red Top. 

If Orchard Grass alone, use two to three bushels per acre, with a little 
Red Clover if desired, as they ripen together. 

for Pasture, a mixture of several varieties, including many of the natu- 
ral grasses, generally secures the best results. Mixing Orchard Grass, Ken- 
tucky Blue, Red Top, Rhode Island Bent (Fowl Meadow for low lands), 
Hard Fescue, Poa Triviais, Tall Meadow Oat Grass, Meadow Fescue, etc., 
no general formula can be laid down. Each farmer will consult his own 
interests by using such mixture as is best suited to soil and location and 
general requirements ; but it is a settled fact that farmers do not generally 
use .a sufficient variety of grasses of the natural sorts to secure the best 
results. We intend to keep on hand a suitable stock of such grasses as may 
be wanted, and to supply any and every kind at short notice, at lowest 
market rates. 


Timothy—Herd’s Grass (Phleum Pratense). As a crop to cut for 
hay, this is probably unsurpassed.
